Fire has utterly destroyed the business 
portion of the city of Victor, causing tl 
loss estimated at $2,000,000. 
Beginning: 


shortly after noon the fire raged until 
evening, consuming every thins in its 
way. 
It had Its origin, It is thought, 


in tlip Merchants' oafe. on the corner 
of .Third street and Victor avenue. A 
.strong wind from the south fanned the 
flame and in a few minutes all the 
surrounding houses were afire. 


Help was summoned 
from Cripple 


Creek, but the town had been built ia. 
Hie early days of the camp, and was of' 
pine timber for the most part, and 
burned like paper. 
Efforts were made 


to stop the progress of the flames by 
blowing up buildings in the path by 
mean? of dynamite, but the effort was 
In vain. 
The fire claimed the Bank of 


Victor, the postoflice, the corner oppo- 
site, crossed Third street and followed 
the row ot blocks between Third and 
Fourth streets to the north, taking the 
Victor Banking Company, the Western 
Union Telegraph Company's office, the 
ofiicp of the Colorado Telephone Com- 
pany, the three great shaft houses of 
the "Gold Coin Mining Company, and 
ItK ore bins, amonp the largest in the 
Cripple Creek district. 


From there the flames were swept 


northward by the half hurricane which 
was blowing and never stopped until 
they had taken the Florence and Crip- 
ple Creek depot and the fine new depot 
ot the Midland Terminal road at the 
head of Fourth street. 
All the build- 


ings between these are a total loss, 
with practically all their contents, for 
the flames were so rapid In their prog- 
ress that nothing could be saved.

There was a large attendance at the 
Lycee at the opening of the court, in 
view of the possible reappearance of 
Ma it re I,al>ori. lending i 
>el for the

i-ere duplicated. 


Hurrying hefore the roaring flames 


• went men, women and children, carry- 


ing what they could snatch from the 
flames, racing for their lives. 
The 


crash of buildings torn asunder by dy- 
namite and the crackle of the flames as 
tney consumed the dry buildings, has- 
tened their flight and the pall of smoke 
added a terror to the spectacle. 


A special train was placed at the 


city by the Florence and Cripple Creek 
railroad and three companies of firemen 
with apparatus were rushed to the 
scene. 
They worked all afternoon in a 


•vain endeavor to stay the march of the 
flames. 


The first house was built in Victor in 


October, 1893. In July of the following 
year the city was incorporated, and 
six years later it contained 10,000 peo- 
ple. That is about the population now.

Remains Brought Home for 


Interment. 


Chas. K. Browning, Who Died in 


Columbia, Will Sleep Heath 


His Native Sod- 


CHICAGO. Aug. 21.—A special to the 


Times-Heralfl from New Orleans says: 


To recover the body of Charlton K. 


Browning, who was buried in Colnm- 
bia, where fllslnterment is not allmved 
for eisnteen months, Joseph D. Derbes, 
an attorney, and J. R Joist, a: traveling 
man, braved all kinds of danger, nar- 
rowly escaped -death hy sripwrecfc *nd 
with their own "hn.Tids opened the grave 
into which the body had been placed 
two months ago and brought the cas- 
ket to this country, arriving bpr« today. 
It was on June 1st that n. naphtha 
launch on which Mr. Brownmjr, who 
was the confiQential aeent of a New 
Orleans firm, was a passenger, exploded 
off Boms del Torn. 
He died on June 


17th and was burled the next day. Ter- 


• mission was refused the representatives 
•of his family to exhume the body. The 
Columbian government pointed to Its 
la«- prohibiting the dismterment of 
"bodies until tlgliteen months had 
•elapsed and declined to listen to argn- 
ments. 


Derbes and Jolet sniled from New Or- 


leans in the middle of July to secure the 
body of Browning. 


Upon reaching Bocas del Toro they 


applied to United States Consul Hands, 
who told'them their mission was hope- 
less. 
Alcalde Bravo of Bocas. refused 


to allow them 'to open Browning's 
grave. 


They hired a tup and set off forCnlon. 


The drunken pilot lost his reckoning, 
a storm came up, they were blown 
sixty miles from ihelr course and for 
a while death seemed 'certain.

was reached after many hard ships.

"I believe and affirm, nevertheless, 


that thePhlllppine question will be very 
shortly solved. 


"Thu 
Filipinos are capable of govern- 


ing themselves; they have all qualifi- 
cations for it. 
It is a question of 


time, but the only way to settle the 
surrection and Insure prosperity to the 
archipelago is to concede self-govern- 
ment to the inhabitants. 
Tlint would 


be a solution of any question and would 
satisfy all. especially the Filipinos, who 
believe ttifftnselves worthy of it. and 
are so. 
"I have never been'in favor of vio 


lencc toward the Filipinos. The islands 
are at this moment, blockaded by a 
flet-t and war reigns In the interior. 
This abnormal state of things should 
cease. 


"T should like to see autonomy first 


conceded ona then annexation might 
be talked about. 
This is my opinion. 


"I should like to see violence at once 


put a stop to. 


"According to my view, the conces- 


sion of self-government ought to be the 
most Just and most logical solution." 


The Admiral spoke with an nfr of 


frank conviction.

Two New Packing Houses 


Destroyed. 


Plants of the. Co-Opcrative 
Com- 


pany and Seropian Brothers 


Burned Down. 


Another disastrous par-king house fire 


occurred last evening when the two 
new plants just completed on the Val- 
ey road reservation were destroyed. I 
The fire in more than one respect re- j 
sombled the one on the Southern I'a- j 
clfic last year. 
The two occurred at 


'orreaponding seasons,—just before ihe 
raisin period opens, and there was no 
checking last night's conflagration un- 
til it had burned Its course. 


The 
fire started between G and T 


t'clock in the Co-Operative Company's 
tuilding, corner of Tnyo and Q streets. 
The building went .up like a powder 
magazine, minus the explosion, and it 
could be seen that all attempts to fight 
the fire would be 
futile. 
The rtre 


seemed to blaze up all at once and no 
me that saw it when it broke out could 
^ay definitely where H had 
started. 


The flames rapidly scaled the eijrht- 
story lower on the building and from 
that eminence .were carried by the 
wind- to the Seropian block across the 
street. 
Soon both buildings were on 


(ire and were burning- fiercely. For a 
while even the Valley road round house 
seemed to be in danger. 
A large pile 


of stove wood near the 
rouiTd house 


took fire and made the neighborhood 
pretty warm. 


The ice house of the 
San Jonquln 


Company appeared in danger for a 
while, but the protection in the form of 
a perforated pipe running around the 
structure at the cornice proved service- 
able. 
The water was turned on and 


thoroughly wet down the sidea of the 
building. 


The fire department while it did all 


that could be expected under the cir- 
cumstances, was seriously handicapped 
by the fact that there was no hydrant 
within nearly half a mile of the fire. 
The two streams thrown on the build- 
ing rame through 2000 feet of hose. The 
stream barely reached up to the'cross 
pieces on the telegraph poles. 
Tt was 


only a few weeks ago thatT. H. War- 
rlngton of the Valley road asked the 
Board of City Truitees to place hy- 
drants nearer the buildings In order to 
protect them in case of flre.

And as late as 


III Cal., page 600, People vs. Howard, 
ihe court again olfirnaed the principle* 
in these words:

"The defendant may be competently 


"informed against and tried for any 
"offense charged In the complaint or 
"included therein, but beyond that 
-limitation the prosecution cannot go." 


From the above it would, seem that 


the law is. quite welt settled In this 
state that a defendant examined on the 
charge of murder and held for man- 
slaughter by a committing magistrate 
may be informed against by the dis- 
trict attorney for the crime of murder. 
I have boen unablfc to find a single au- 
thority contrary to the above express 
rulings of the Supreme Court and none 
have been presented for my considera- 
tion. 
It is therefore ordered that said 


motion be denied. 


As to the second motion: The com- 


plaint In the Justice court charging the 
defendants with the crime of murder Is 
direct, positive, certain and proper and 
sufficient In form. 
Upon that com- 


plaint a.warrant was issued and the 
defendants arrested and therefore n 
preliminary examination w'as had, in 
which, after hearing the 
testimony, 


the committing magistrate held the de- 
fendants to answer before the Superior 
lOUl't. 


Not passing- upon the right of a party 
o Impeach his own act after invoking 
the aid of the law, but admitting that 
he may rand that the court may take 
proof of the fact that the complaint 
was made by a party on information 
and belief and without actual knowl- 
edge, what does It avail the defendants 


? 
The complaint on Its face gave 


the magistrate jurisdiction and sup- 
ported the warrant and the warrant 
authorized the arrest, to \vhich the de- 
fendants submitted. 
But at this time 


the defendants are not held under that 
warrant issued on that complaint, but 
upon the commitment made by the 
magistrate, after hearing the testi- 
mony. 
If the defendants, while held 


under that warrant issued 
on that 


complaint wished to question it, their 
method was by habeas corpus, as was 
done in 'the Dimmig case, 74 Cal. 164. 
That was the way and the time to test 
the matter, but having acquiesced .in 
that warrant until the warrant merged 


the commitment, the complaint 


and, the warrant are now functus 
offlcio. 
Tn the case of the People vs. 


Staples, 91 Cal. 25, the Supreme court 
in passing upon this very question use 
the following language: 
• 


"The defendants first assignment of 


"error Is upon the order of the Super- 
"lor court overruling his motion to set 
"aside the information. 
One ground 


"of the motion was, that the magis 
"trate before whom the examination 
"was had issued his warrant of arrest 
"without having taken any deposition 
'of witnesses in support of, the charges 
'laid in the complaint, thus violating, 
"as he claims, the provisions of Sec-

Scientific Expedition.

The First 
California volunteer in- 


fantry regiment, an almost exclusively 
3an Francisco organization, left San 
Francisco on May 25, 1898 on board the 
"City of Peking," arriving at Cavite 
with the first expedition on July 14, 
1898, and was the first to establish 
camp Dewey at Paranaque. After par- 
ticipating In the various engagements 
of the Spanish-American war and a 
number of most Important of the Fili- 
pino engagements, it was sent down 
to the southern islands of Negros which 
it garrisoned and kept In order until 
relieved by the Sixth United States 
infantry In July last 


On July 16th the Sherman sailed from 


Bacolod, via Iliiio. for Manila, where 
the California

boarded the transport a few days later. 
At midnight, July 26th the 
Sherman 


steamed out of Manila bay homeward 
bound. 
On arrival at Nagasaki, on 


August 1st. the men were allowed 48 
hours in which to see the "lights" while 
the steamer coaled. On the 3rd the 
Sherman resumed her voyage, arriving 
at Yokohama on August 5th. Here the 
men were given sixty hours ashore.
